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DETAILED ACTION 
Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closet prior art of 
record (Shi et al., U.S. Pat. No. 5,875,296 and Wood et al., U.S. Pat. No. 6,668,322) does not 
teach or suggest in detail accessing a logout resource in the first security realm, said logout 
resource configured to automatically authenticate with a second realm such that accessing the 
logout resource results in de-authenticating from the first security realm in combination with all 
the elements of the independent claims as argued by Applicants. Applicants' arguments have 
been considered persuasive, in light of the claim limitations as well as the enabling portions of 
the specification. 

2. The dependent claims further limit the independent claims and are considered allowable 
on the same basis as the independent claims as well as for the further limitations set forth. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
